MP receives hospital ‘assurances’

Epsom’s MP has obtained a 
pledge that Epsom Hospital 
will not be stripped of its ser¬ 
vices in the wake of the col¬ 
lapsed merger with Ashford 
and St Peter’s. 

Chris Grayling said the 
chief executive of Epsom and 
St Helier NHS Trust has 
given him “an absolutely 
clear assurance” that ser¬ 
vices would not be reconfig¬ 
ured while plans for the 
future of the hospitals re¬ 
main uncertain. 

Speaking to the Epsom 
Guardian on Tuesday, he 
said: “I got an absolutely 
clear assurance that whilst 
the chief executive has got in¬ 
ternal financial issues to ad¬ 
dress, they are not going to 
try to do major service recon¬ 
figuration. It wouldn’t make 
sense particularly because 
NHS London has already put 
forward plans to downgrade 
St Helier. It can’t do it from 
both. 

“Take out both Epsom and 
St Helier’s maternity depart¬ 
ments, you have 4,500 births 
with nowhere to go to.” 

Mr Grayling believes in¬ 
creasing the involvement of 
local GPs with the hospital 
could result in greater use of 
the “under-used” site. 

He said: “We should be look¬ 
ing to get GPs more involved 
in the Epsom Hospital site 
with the possibility of putting 
a GP surgery there. 

“There’s a clear divide these 
days in the health system be¬ 
tween hospital doctors and 
what they do, and GPs and

what they do, and part of the 
solution to Epsom’s chal¬ 
lenges for the future is to 
bring the two more closely 
together. 

“We need to do some out-of- 
the-box thinking about ways 
in which the financial gaps 
can be bridged and one way is 
to bring more GP services 
onto the Epsom site, which is 
quite under-used. 

“I am not convinced that it 
is not possible to have a viable 
stand alone Epsom as part of 
a family of a bigger trust like 
Ashford and St Peter’s.” 

Last Thursday evening, Mr 
Grayling informed residents 


he would be contacting the 
Health Secretary, Jeremy 
Hunt, about the future of 
Epsom Hospital - a move 
which led to claims of 
“hypocrisy”. 

As reported in the Sunday 
Mirror, Shadow Health Min¬ 
ister Jamie Reed criticised Mr 
Grayling, and said: “This 
Government cut the NHS 
budget two years running to 
deal with the financial tur¬ 
moil. 

“But ministers don’t like 
this taste of their own 
medicine. 

“Their rank hypocrisy 
leaves the Tories standing 


up for each other and not 
their country.” 

But Mr Grayling said the 
comments were “silly”, con¬ 
sidering NHS reforms had not 
yet been implemented. 

He said: “The days when 
you can’t do something on be¬ 
half of your constituents be¬ 
cause you’re a Government 
minister would be a pretty 
sad day indeed in Parliament. 

“The challenges over the fi¬ 
nancial situation at Epsom 
and St Helier are nothing to 
do with the current Govern¬ 
ment and reforms - this is a 
problem that has been there 
for years.”

“We are in no doubt as to 
the talent, commitment and 
quality of both staff and ser¬ 
vices at Epsom Hospital and

The announcement that 
Epsom Hospital will no 
longer be merging with 
Ashford and St Peter’s has 
been condemned as “ap¬ 
palling” by councillors. 

A spokesman for Epsom 
and Ewell Council said 
councillors are “furious” 
with NHS London’s deci¬ 
sion to pull the plug on the 
potential merger. 

The announcement was 
discussed by councillors as 
an urgent item at a meeting 
of the council’s social com¬ 
mittee meeting last Thurs¬ 
day, who spoke out against 
the decision.

Savile ‘victim’ speaks up 
about their 20-year affair

A woman who said she had a 20-year af¬ 
fair with shamed television star Jimmy 
Savile and aborted his child has spoken 
of her disgust at his paedophilic past. 

Donna Foot, of Leatherhead, said she 
enjoyed a relationship with Savile from 
the early 1980s until 1999, but had no idea 
he was abusing children throughout the 
relationship and now sees herself as a 
victim of the star’s power. 

She said: “I’m absolutely disgusted. He 
was a total con man, he conned everyone. 

Now I’m thinking ‘You should have 
picked up on it’. 

“I wish what he did had come out when 
he was alive. I even feel like digging up 
his grave and hacking him to bits. 

“He came across as so genuine, even 
the Queen was taken in. I didn’t really 
understand the power that he had, there 
was something about him. I was a vic¬ 
tim, I was one of many.” 

The 50-year-old said she met Savile out¬ 
side BBC’s Radio One in her early 20s, 
while she was waiting for Cliff Richard - 
only to bump into the famous DJ on his 
way to work. 

She had written to Savile as an eight- 
year-old for his Jim’ll Fix It Show and 
said she was instantly enamoured upon 
meeting him. 

She said: “He started saying to me 
‘Blondie, Blondie - give me your hand. 

He said ‘I’m going up to my apartment’ 
and asked me to go. I couldn’t believe it 
was true. 

“We went to the apartment and he 
wanted to take my number. 

“He was asking about my singing and 
was saying he could help me as he had 
helped get a lot of people on the road to 
stardom. 

“He was talking about Cilia Black and 
he said he was in with Tom Jones. I was 
on cloud nine. I was star-struck.” 

Six weeks later, Savile arranged to 
meet her again at his flat, before they 
took a cab to the BBC. 

Mrs Foot said Savile - who called her 
“DoDo” - would make her give code¬ 
words to get past security guards at the 
BBC and would not want to pose for pho¬ 
tographs with her. 

She said: “He was very flirty with all 
the girls. There wasn't one girl who went

past without him getting hold of them or 
kissing him, and would act like he want¬ 
ed to go further. 

“He would always kiss my hand and 
when he got hold of you he would push 
his groin into you.” 

Mrs Foot, now married, said she fell 
pregnant by Savile in 1999, but aborted 
the child without telling him. 

She said: “I fell pregnant, and I worked 
out the dates. I was 10 weeks’ pregnant 
at that time. 

“At that time I would go to his apart¬ 
ment and there was a wardrobe where he 
showed me his colourful jackets. I 
thought it was a wardrobe, but it was re¬ 
ally a bed that came down. 

“He would get me on the bed, he would 
look me in the eye - eye contact was the 
first thing - then he would put his hand 
on my leg and started rubbing me. 

“It wasn’t rape, but he was advancing 
himself.” 

Mrs Foot, who has since converted to 
Catholicism, said Savile used the with¬ 
drawal method of contraception and, 


looking back, “thanked God” she never 
caught a sexually transmitted disease. 

She said the BBC and police should 
have taken steps to stop the abuse and 
she was “livid” with them. 

She said: “They are there to protect the 
public. If I knew that was going on and 
there were kids I would have spoken up. 

“I would have taped him, I would have 
made him confess.”

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Dad fears the worst after 
sailing boat found empty

A father says he accepts that 
his son has died after the 
search for his boat was called 
off. 

Hany Nabil Mustapha, 46, 
who lived in Worcester Park, 
went missing on Saturday, a 
day after his birthday, when 
his sailing boat was found 
empty with its engine still 
running just off the coast of 
the Isle of Wight. 

A search operation for the 
ex-Tiffin School pupil includ¬ 
ed helicopters, lifeboats and 
broadcasts to other vessels 
was called off after 22 hours. 

His father Mr Nabil 
Mustapha, 81, said: “The 
search people have done ev¬ 
erything they could have 
done. 

“They had no more clues. I 
think it would be very imprac¬ 
tical to think [that he was 
alive] now unfortunately. 

“Even his mum - my wife 
was clutching at straws until 
yesterday. We accept that this 
was the inevitable. 

“His mum is devastated. I 
can’t describe it. He was my 
only son. I just can’t describe 


how I feel.” 

The night before Mr 
Mustapha, who ran an IT 
company, went missing he 


celebrated his 46th birthday 
with his wife Liz and family at 
the Emperor, a Chinese 
restaurant in Stonecott Hill, 


North Cheam. 

He then took the last train to 
Poole where, as a member of 
Thames Motor Yacht Club at 
Hampton Court, he planned 
to sail over the weekend. 

Mr Mustapha said: “This 
was the first time he went on a 
sailing boat on his own. But 
he knew quite a bit about nav¬ 
igation and boats. He had ex¬ 
perience going with other 
people. 

“The night before the whole 
family gathered for his birth¬ 
day. It was an opportunity for 
all of us to be together. The 
whole family is very close.” 

His 19-year-old teenage 
daughter Nadia had also come 
down from Aberystwyth 
University for the special 
occasion. 

Mr Mustapha said: “It is ex¬ 
tremely hard for his daughter. 
They were very close. She 
would have been devastated if 
she had not come down.” 

“He was a successful man - 
self made. He was happy in 
every way. He was outgoing. 
He played golf, cricket, cycled 
to work and was a member at 
Thames Motor Yacht Club. 

“He was loved by a lot of 
people.”

‘No pathway death payment’ 


Epsom Hospital has confirmed it is not 
being paid to put dying patients on the Liv¬ 
erpool Care Pathway (LCP), a series of 
measures designed to ease their death. 

The LCP, a system developed by the hos¬ 
pice movement a decade ago and widely 
used in UK hospitals, has run into a storm 
of controversy in recent weeks over claims 
that relatives are not being informed and 
the revelation some hospitals have been 
given money for putting a set percentage of 
terminal patients on it. 

National media reports have also claimed 
that patients are also being denied food, 
drink and treatment, which the Depart¬ 
ment for Health denies. 

But the Association for Palliative 
Medicine (APM) has announced a review 
into the communication of end-of-life mea¬ 
sures. Last month, the Epsom Guardian 
ran a story about Jane Taylor, the daughter 
of 83-year-old Phyllis Nicholls, who insists 
her mother was placed on the LCP without 
her knowledge after being admitted for a 
routine urinary tract infection. 

In a letter to Mrs Nicholl’s granddaughter 
in April, Pippa Hart, director of nursing at 
the trust, apologised for communication 
failures and said extra training would be 
given to staff by its end-of-life specialist. 

She said: “It was clear that the communi¬ 
cation in regard to Mrs Nicholls’ deteriorat¬ 
ing health and her requirement for 
end-of-life care was not managed well. 

“We do provide specific training for staff 
as part of their nurse induction and we 
have a dedicated end-of-life nurse specialist 
who works directly with ward teams to en¬ 
sure that the pathway is understood and 
followed. 

“As a direct result of your concerns, we 
have set up some additional ward-based 
training sessions with the specialist over

and above the regular training sessions.” 

This week the trust confirmed to the 
Epsom Guardian it was not targeted on the 
number of patients put on to the pathway. 

It was not able to say what percentage of 
terminally ill patients were put on the LCP 
over the past year, but a spokesman said 
that in an audit of “expected” deaths at 
both Epsom and St Helier last October 47 of 
87 patients were placed on the pathway. 

Though only a snapshot, that percentage 
is above the target given to many hospitals 
that are receiving hundreds of thousands of 
pounds for hitting them. 

Norman Lamb, Minister for Care and 
Support, said the LCP did not systematical¬ 
ly deny treatment to the dying, as was 
claimed by some relatives. 

He said: “[The LCP] is simply about en¬ 
suring that patients receive whatever treat¬ 
ments are right for them in the final days 


and hours of their life. Despite the fact this 
work gives patients better care, I am con¬ 
cerned about reports some doctors are not 
properly communicating with patients. 

“I have asked officials to look at how best 
we can ensure this always happens. I will 
also be meeting patient groups to ensure 
that their interests are always paramount.” 

A spokesman for Epsom and St Helier 
NHS Trust said it has received only “a very 
small number of complaints” about com¬ 
munication over end of life care, but said: 
“We have a well-established training and 
education programme about the LCP for 
our nurses and doctors, which emphasises 
the importance of communication with the 
patient and, where appropriate, their rela¬ 
tives. We are also in the process of planning 
a dedicated communication skills study 
programme for junior doctors to improve 
effective communication. Any patient being 
treated on this pathway undergoes regular 
review, and the LCP will be discontinued if 
their condition improves.”

History goes on display

The myth that girls can’t do 
science was well and truly 
exploded after a team of 
girls won a national 
competition. 

Science students at St An¬ 
drew’s Catholic School in 
Grange Road, Leatherheard, 
triumphed in the annual Sci- 
Tech challenge and were re¬ 
warded with a meeting with 
FI driving ace Jenson 
Button. 

Kathryn Budd, Charlotte 
Smith, Emma Chambers, 
Sarah Harcourt-Vernon, and 
Arelli Duarte, all 15, won 
with a new packing solution 
they produced for a 
fizzy drinks company, beat¬ 
ing 100 students at six 
other schools across the 
country. 

The competition, which 
aims to encourage 15 to 18- 
year-olds to consider 
mathematics, science and 
technology-related studies as 
careers, is run in conjunc¬ 
tion with schools in nine Eu¬ 
ropean countries. 

After winning the national 
challenge, the St Andrew’s 


team went on to represent 
the UK in the European Sci- 
Tech Challenge in Rotter¬ 
dam, Netherlands, where 
they were placed into mixed 
teams with pupils from the 
other competing schools. 

Emma Chambers, from St 
Andrew’s School, took sec¬ 
ond place with her group. 

Leatherhead-based compa¬ 
ny ExxonMobil, which mar¬ 


kets petrol and lubricants, 
was the main sponsor of the 
competition, and welcomed 
the team to its UK headquar¬ 
ters to meet FI driver, Jenson 
Button, to acknowledge their 
achievement. 

Kay McGregor, assistant 
headteacher at the school, 
said: “As a female physics 
teacher, I think it was a fan¬ 
tastic achievement. 


“The girls developed a huge 
amount of skills, learnt 
about team work, conducted 
research, had to do a presen¬ 
tation - it was a really good 
experience for them. 

“One or two of them are 
now interested in studying 
Physics A-level, which is 
great. 

“In the past science and 
maths has been, and still is, 
very male-dominated, but 
more and more female stu¬ 
dents are opting to pursue 
these subjects.” 

Congratulating the girls, 
Sophie Foale, of ExxonMobil, 
said: “Proficiency in maths 
and science is essential in 
the fuels and energy indus¬ 
try and these young 
women have shown that 
the Leatherhead community 
is developing future 
leaders in science and 
technology. 

“We hope that by making 
science, technology, engi¬ 
neering and maths exciting 
through initiatives such as 
the Sci-Tech Challenge, 
young women will 
consider the subjects at 
higher education and 
beyond.” 


Historic artefacts dating 
back thousands of years 
are to go on display 
in an exhibition un¬ 
earthing Ewell’s Roman 
past. 

In July, members of the 
Epsom and Ewell History 
and Archaeology, and Sur¬ 
rey Archaeological Soci¬ 
eties, continued their 
work to uncover evidence 
of Roman life in Church 
Field, opposite the ancient 
site of St Mary’s Church 
in Church Street, 
Ewell. 

The church is likely to 
extend its cemetery into 
the field in the future and 
the excavation is being 
conducted to clear the 
land and rescue any his¬ 
torical items buried 
there. 

A key Roman road, 
Stanes Street, runs 
through the field, with set¬ 
tlements on either side, 
which is why it was likely 
that significant remains 
would be found by the 70 
volunteers who worked 
on the site over the 
summer. 

Evidence of “human 
activity over several mil¬ 
lennia” was discovered 
during the dig and 
will now go on display 
for history-lovers and 
residents at St Mary’s 
Church hall on Saturday, 
November 3, from 2pm

Nikki Cowlard, site 
director of the project, 
said: “While there were 
plenty of Roman finds, 
there were few from the 
Saxon and medieval 
eras which is surprising 
as Ewell was a 
medieval settlement and 
a Saxon cemetery is 
known elsewhere in the 
village. 

“A number of flint 
flakes, which suggest pre¬ 
historic flint-knapping 
might have taken place on 
the site, and a couple of 
shards of Iron Age and Ne¬ 
olithic pottery were 
found. 

“Neolithic grooved ware 
pottery is rare in Surrey 
and so is a particularly ex¬ 
citing find.

Angry residents are demand¬ 
ing to know why they were 
not consulted about the 
controversial Faces of Epsom 
installation. 

Nicholas Brooks contacted 
the Epsom Guardian to ex¬ 
press his concern about the 
lack of consultation after the 
first of many faces went on 
display on the front of the sta¬ 
tion building last month. 

As part of the planning 
agreement for the Epsom sta¬ 
tion development with Epsom 
and Ewell Council, developers 
Solum Regeneration agreed to 
incorporate public art chosen 
from a competition among 
students at the University for 
the Creative Arts in Epsom 
(UCA). 

London-based graphic 
designer Nick Jameson 
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developed the winning con¬ 
cept - to illustrate the faces of 
Epsom people, alongside 
quotes expressing what 
“makes Epsom great to them”. 

But more than 70 per cent of 
those who took part in a poll 
on epsomguardian.co.uk 
said they hated it. 

Mr Brooks said: “I’m 
amazed at the sheer ugliness 
of these faces. I cannot believe 
someone, somewhere, actual¬ 
ly thought this was a good 
idea. 

“I recently phoned the coun¬ 
cil to ask who agreed to the 
UCA competition idea and 
who picked the winner. 

“It was admitted to me that, 
as a result of this process, the 


actual artwork never ap¬ 
peared on any of the public 
consultation materials.” 

Another resident said: 
“Hideous - how can anyone in 
their right mind think that 
this is in keeping with the 
area?” 

A third said: “The town 
planners that approved the 
imposition of faces on this 
building should be made to ex¬ 
plain their actions to the resi¬ 
dents of Epsom.” 

Mr Jameson said his work 
captures the “character of the 
people of Epsom”. 

He said: “As a designer or 
artist you always aspire to 
please, but the reality of this 
profession, and life, is that you 
cannot please everyone. 

“It all comes down to taste, 
and happily no two people are 
the same. This is the basis of 
the idea for the artwork.” 

MP Chris Grayling said: 
“Epsom station development 
has been so controversial that 
developers should make sure 
they are very certain about 
what people are going to think 
before they add quirks to the 
development.” 

A council spokesman said: 
“There is no legal requirement 


for this kind of detail to be 
subject to public consultation. 

“Art is subjective and public 
art more so. 

“Normally this kind of de¬ 
tail would be left to council of¬ 
ficers to approve. 


“In this case, approval was 
undertaken in consultation 
with three of the residents’ 
elected members who were 
part of the review panel that 
assessed the competition 
entries.”

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OAP is left untreated 
after fall in hospital 


The family of a dementia patient 
admitted to hospital with a stom¬ 
ach bug are furious after finding 
her caked in blood from injuries 
sustained during her stay. 

Rita A’court, of Ash Road, Sut¬ 
ton, was admitted to St George’s 
Hospital, on Saturday, October 6, 
after “projectile vomiting” at an 
Alzheimer’s coffee morning in 
Epsom. 

Her family was not informed 
until the next day that the 66- 
year-old had fallen and hurt her 
arm, but describe arriving to find 
her dripping with blood. 

Julia Bruce, Mrs A’court’s sis¬ 
ter, said: “Rita’s daughter Kim¬ 
berley got a call from the hospital 
saying she’d had a fall and hurt 
her arm. 

“They told her not to worry be¬ 
cause she only needed one stitch. 
But when Kimberley and her 
brother Ricky got to St George’s 
they found her arm was dripping 
with blood. 

“Then they found another huge 
cut on her ear, which had split 
open, and her hair was caked 
with more blood. 

“Neither had been stitched 
and the cuts had not even been 
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treated. Kimberley called me and 
was panicking and screaming 
down the phone.” 

Mrs A’court’s children checked 
her for more injuries and found 
huge bruises on her hip and thigh 
with more on her leg, calf and 
forearms and claimed hospital 
staff had not noticed the deep cut 
on her ear or the patchwork of 
bruises on her body. 

The family believed the hospital 
either downplayed Mrs A’court’s 
injuries or, even worse, failed to 
notice that a vulnerable patient 
with mental health problems sus¬ 
tained a serious head injury and 
are demanding a full inquiry. 

Mrs Bruce added: “It’s horrific 
to think that you send a loved one 
to a hospital and you find them 
covered in injuries. 

“The worst thing though is that 
most of them hadn’t been no¬ 
ticed. The cuts weren’t sewn up 
until the Sunday night, the one on 
her arm eventually needed at 
least four stitches. 

“We are very upset and angry, 
but feel we have to do something 


or it will be swept under the car¬ 
pet, and we don’t want this to 
happen to someone else.” 

A spokesman for St George’s 
confirmed that an internal inves¬ 
tigation was under way. 

He said: “We are very sorry 
about the distress Mrs A’court 
suffered following a fall. 

“Mrs A’court’s injuries were as¬ 
sessed by a senior nurse and 
reviewed by a doctor immediate¬ 
ly, but unfortunately there was 
a delay in her stitches being 
administered. 

“The head of nursing for acute 
medicine apologised to the pa¬ 
tient and her family at the hospi¬ 
tal in person at the earliest 
possible opportunity.” 

After watching their relative’s 
health and state of mind deterio¬ 
rate for four days, Mrs A’court’s 
family felt they had no option but 
to remove her from the hospital. 

She has since been recuperating 
at home but is so traumatised, ac¬ 
cording to her sister, she does not 
want to leave the house. 

Mrs Bruce said: “She used to be 
nimble and really sociable. Now 
she struggles to walk and just 
wants to stay indoors.” 


Mental health Woman in 50s mugged 
wards success by two men on dirt track

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‘Service as normal’ for water company up for sale 


The implications of the pro¬ 
posed sale of a water company 
on future infrastructure in¬ 
vestment cannot yet be as¬ 
sessed, according to its 
spokesman. 

Sutton and East Surrey 
Water (SESW), which supplies 
water to households in Ewell, 
Ashtead, Leatherhead, 


Tadworth, Banstead, Headley 
and Kingswood, has been put 
up for sale and is expected to 
be bought for up to £300m. 

The water-only company’s 
owner Icon Infrastructure, a 
fund set up by Deutsche Bank, 
has appointed Citigroup to find 
a buyer. 

Deutsche Bank paid £189m 


for the utility in 2005. 

The company had to delay 
cancelling its drought restric¬ 
tions this summer because it is 
so reliant on groundwater. 

Asked about the proposed 
sale on future infrastructure 
investment, SESW spokesman 
Stuart Hyslop said: “The com¬ 
pany has been put up for sale 


by the shareholders who are 
mostly small pension funds. 
Apart from that, the company 
continues as normal. 

“The company has been sold 
several times in the past and at 
this stage we are expecting this 
to be a similar situation. 

“We can’t really say more 
than that at this stage.”

I am hugely frustrated 


Info deficit 

We are informed that one of 
the main reasons that the 
merger of Epsom and Ashford 
and St Peter’s Hospitals has 
been abandoned is because 
Epsom is running a large 
deficit. 

My understanding is that 
women’s and children’s ser¬ 
vices are supposed to be con¬ 
tributing a very significant 
proportion of this deficit. 

You may remember that a 
few years ago management in¬ 
sisted women’s and children’s 
services at Epsom were mak¬ 
ing such large losses that ser¬ 
vices should all be at St Helier. 

Local people battled for 
years to have access to the fig¬ 
ures which, when revealed, 
(and I presented these figures 
to the Joint Health Scrutiny 
Committee on January 19, 
2009), showed that both Epsom 
and St Helier made profits 
from obstetrics and that 
Epsom made a loss of £100,000 
and St Helier £900,000 in 
paediatrics. 

So what is supposed to have 
happened since 2009? Have 
costs risen significantly? Has 
income fallen? If so why? Or, 
are the figures once again 
inaccurate? 

These are vital questions 
and, if they are not answered, 
we are in danger of losing our 
services at Epsom.

I wrote the following letter 
which was intended for possi¬ 
ble publication in last week’s 
Epsom Guardian without any 
knowledge of the impending 
failure of the proposed link be¬ 
tween Epsom and Ashford and 
St Peter’s Hospitals. 

Thank you for the article, 
written by Sophia Sleigh, NHS 
Surrey wants more time to 
evaluate cuts to St Helier, Octo¬ 
ber 18. 

The first paragraph states: 
“NHS Surrey has insisted pub¬ 
lic consultations on proposed 
cuts to St Helier Hospital be 
postponed indefinitely to allow 
it to fully examine the effect on 
Surrey residents.” Why is this 
necessary? 

“The time is right for NHS 
Surrey to take a lead and insist 
full accident and emergency 
(A&E) services are restored to 
Epsom Hospital immediately. 

“These services were trans¬ 
ferred to St Helier, at the stroke 
of a pen, without any public 
consultation, so now is the 
time to reverse this. 

“The present situation is 
complex enough already, with 
hospitals having to achieve 
Foundation Status in the early 


part of next year, as well as 
having to cope with GP Com¬ 
missioning for NHS Services.” 

Currently the management 
of Epsom and St Helier Univer¬ 
sity NHS Hospital Trust are 
proposing that Epsom contin¬ 
ues to be linked to St Helier. 
What a cheek. 

The trust claims that for the 
2012-13 financial year Epsom 
Hospital will incur an estimat¬ 
ed loss of £13.8m, more than an 
average £lm a month and that 
this figure will be greater than 
10 per cent of Epsom Hospitals 
total spend for the year. 

But just a minute, the Epsom 
and St Helier University NHS 
Hospital Trust is responsible 
for the efficient, safe operation 
of Epsom and St Helier Hospi¬ 
tals. Surely, someone would 
have been aware this over¬ 
spend was happening at 
Epsom Hospital and would 
have put in place a programme 
to ensure any overspend was 
corrected. Why was this al¬ 
lowed to happen? How does 
this affect the proposed link be¬ 
tween Epsom and Ashford and 
St Peter’s Hospitals? 

I would like to suggest that 
Surrey NHS demand that no 


operational changes occur at 
Epsom Hospital for the fore¬ 
seeable future, ie, no services 
are removed to St Helier. 

I would also like to suggest 
Epsom has its own budget and 
interim board and that Surrey 
NHS insist that services that 
have previously been removed 
from Epsom to St Helier, in¬ 
cluding A&E trauma, be 
reinstalled at Epsom using 
equipment from St Helier. 

Having a management which 
is located in London that is re¬ 
sponsible to London commis¬ 
sioners is not satisfactory for a 
hospital located in and serving 
a population in Surrey (ie, out¬ 
side London).

Ashford and St Peter’s 
has unexpectedly decid¬ 
ed not to go ahead with 
its plans to merge with 
Epsom Hospital. 

There is still some con¬ 
fusion about the reasons 
for the decision, with 
both sides blaming the 
other. 

At the heart of the 
issue is concern about 
the financial challenges 
surrounding the merg¬ 
er, and the current fi¬ 
nancial position of the 
Epsom and St Helier 
Trust. 

I have talked to my col¬ 
league Jeremy Hunt, 
who is now Health Sec¬ 
retary, about what has 
happened and he has as¬ 
sured me that the situa¬ 
tion will now be 
reviewed carefully and 
nothing will be done 
hurriedly. 

The failure of the 
merger has big and 
wider implications for 
the health service 
across South West Lon¬ 
don, and may have the 
effect of forcing local 
NHS managers and com¬ 
missioners to go back to 
the drawing board. 

The decision has al¬ 
ready been taken in 


principle to remove 
acute services from St 
Helier, but clearly they 
cannot remove services 
like maternity from 
both Epsom and St Heli¬ 
er as the capacity does 
not exist to absorb else¬ 
where what happens at 
the two sites. So there is 
no question of Epsom 
losing services in the 
short term. 

I will be playing a very 
active role, as always, in 
the work that is done 
over the next few 
months to find a new 
path for Epsom. I am 
hugely frustrated by 
what has happened, and 
angry that those in¬ 
volved seem to have 
wasted so much time 
and money in a process 
that they were unable to 
see through. 

The key decision mak¬ 
ers now will be local 
GPs, who are about to 
take over responsibility 
for commissioning local 
healthcare. 

We will need their 
commitment to making 
sure that the hospital 
has a strong future.

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Take advice if you are setting up home with your partner 

Secure your future - see a solicitor 



Moving in with your partner 
or buying a house together 
can seem like an exciting 
prospect. But few couples 
realise how risky their situa¬ 
tion can be from a legal point 
of view. 

It may seem outdated, but 
unmarried couples are not 
protected by law in the same 
way that married couples or 
civil partners are. 

Common law marriage does 
not exist. It is well worth tak¬ 
ing legal advice as soon as 
you plan to live together to 
find out: 

■ what rights you do have; 

■ where you and your part¬ 
ner stand in all situations; 
and 

■ what you can do to make 
your position more secure. 

Finding a solicitor 

If you don’t already have a so¬ 
licitor, visit lawsociety.org. 
uk/find-a-solicitor and search 
under Family to get details of 
solicitors in your area. Or call 
020 7320 5650. 

What the solicitor will 
need to know 

Once you have appointed a 
solicitor, they will need a 
thorough briefing on your 
circumstances. They are 
likely to ask you for a 
variety of information. This 


could include: 

■ details of the history of 
your relationship; 

■ a list of your assets and 
those of your partner; 

■ if you own your home what 
its value is and whose name it 
is owned in; 

■ contributions you and your 
partner have made to the 
value of the home (including 
work on the property); 

■ the value of any other as¬ 
sets; 

■ your earnings and those of 
your partner; and 

■ whether you or your part¬ 
ner have any children. 

Your solicitor will explain 
your rights. They will high¬ 
light the circumstances 
where you or your share of 
the home could be at risk, and 
will tell you what action to 
consider taking to avoid this. 

Remember that your solici¬ 
tor can only act for one part¬ 
ner at a time. They cannot act 
for both of you even if you 
both want this. 

Home ownership 

If you move in with someone 
and the house is only in their 
name, usually you have no 
right to the proceeds from 
selling the house. This applies 
unless you can prove: 

■ you have contributed to the 
deposit for the house or the 


mortgage payments or 
■ you have made a financial 
commitment (for example, 
paying for major work on the 
house) because it was agreed 
you would own a share of the 
house. 

If the house is not in your 
name you may have no right 
to continue to live there if 
your partner asks you to 
leave. 

Also, if the house is not in 
both your names, you have no 
right to inherit the house if 
your partner dies unless they 
have put this in their will. If 
they do not leave a will, you 
may need to make a claim 
against your partner’s estate 
through the court. 

You will only be able to do 
this if you have been living 
together for two years or 
more, or you were being sup¬ 
ported financially by your 
partner. 

Your solicitor might recom¬ 
mend that the house is trans¬ 
ferred from your partner’s 
name into your joint names, 
either as ‘joint tenants’ or 
‘tenants in common’. 

If you own as joint tenants 
with your partner, you may 
be entitled to a share of the 
money if you sell the proper¬ 
ty. And if one of you dies, the 
other automatically inherits 
the property, regardless of 


what is set out in your wills. 

However, if you own as ten¬ 
ants in common, you have a 
right to your own share of the 
property but no more. 

By owning as tenants in 
common you can formally 
agree exactly what share of 
the property you each own by 
getting the solicitor to draw 
up a ‘deed of trust’. This can 
prevent disagreements later. 

If either of you wants to 
leave your share of the prop¬ 


erty to the other when you 
die, this needs to be set out in 
a will. 

Renting together 

If you are renting together, it 
is a good idea to have the ten¬ 
ancy agreement in both your 
names. 

Disagreements 

Sadly, most couples don’t take 
legal advice until the rela¬ 
tionship fails, a partner dies 


or there is some other crisis. 

It is rarely as easy to solve a 
problem at this stage, but 
your solicitor will have the 
knowledge and experience to 
protect your interests. 

Whether it’s a simple case 
of checking your rights, or a 
complicated matter regarding 
the children, your solicitor 
will find the best solution for 
you within the law.

House-hunters need to be 
better informed before they 
start viewing properties for 
sale, according to estate 
agents.

Olympic hero on two wheels 
Joanna Rowsell says the cy¬ 
cling fraternity was not sur¬ 
prised by the fall from grace of 
dope cheat Lance Armstrong. 

The gold medallist admitted 
there had always been ru¬ 
mours surrounding the Ameri¬ 
can, who has been banned for 
life from cycling and stripped 
of all titles won since 1998 after 
being found to have used per¬ 
formance-enhancing drugs, 
and fully believes there is no 
smoke without fire. 

But as former Nonsuch High 
School pupil Rowsell prepares 
for the UCI track cycling World 
Cup in Glasgow, starting on 
November 16, she is keen to 
show the world that cycling 
has never been cleaner. 

Rowsell, pictured below, said: 
“As cyclists, I don’t think we 
were entirely surprised the 
Armstrong thing has all come 
out. There have been a lot of 
rumours for a lot of years and 
there’s no smoke 
without fire, it 
was not a big 
shock. 

“It is a shame 
for the sport, all 
this bad press, 
but at the 
same time 
he should 
be brought 
to justice.”

year-old added: “The sport is 
so much cleaner than it was 10 
years ago - you can tell that be¬ 
cause when Bradley Wiggins 
won the Tour de France, he 
would never have won it 10 
years’ ago against those on 
drugs, and, also, the times it 
takes them to get up the same 
climbs as in the Lance Arm¬ 
strong era are much slower 
now. 

“I want people to focus on the 
amazing achievements from 
this year. We are 100 per cent 
clean and I hope people recog¬ 
nise that, and realise that the 
Lance Armstrong era has been 
and gone. 

“He has done a lot of good for 
charity but that is still no ex¬ 
cuse for being a bully and bul¬ 
lying your team-mates into 
silence.” 

Rowsell, who first got on a 
bike with Sutton Cycling Club, 
was blown away by the reac¬ 
tion of the British public after 
her glorious Olympics gold 
performance in the Velodrome. 

She said: “Our coaches were 
saying that the Olympics 
is just another race. Don’t 
get overwhelmed by the 
experience. 

“I was over the moon to be on 
the podium and getting the 
medal, but I was never 


expecting the public response 
that followed. 

“After the race, we went 
shopping in Westfield, and 
they gave us a police escort. We 
can cope with a few fans, but 
they said Trust us, you’re 
going to get mobbed in there’.” 

However, her own excite¬ 
ment has died down now she is 
back in full training - meaning 
cycling up to 400 miles a week. 

Rowsell said: “I had the 
whole of August off and dur¬ 
ing September I was just riding 
steady, but the past few weeks 
have been more serious. 


“We get back on the track 
soon, which I am looking for¬ 
ward to. It is only a three- 
minute event but you need 
that good endurance, so I have 
been building that up on 
the Surrey roads, which are 
perfect. 

“Going up Box Hill and back 
is only about an hour and a 
half, so I tend to go further 
afield towards Dorking, Hor¬ 
sham and Guildford. 

“It’s all about getting the 
miles in the legs.”
